Disrupt House Probe 
of Demo Convention

protestors 


who, led by a half*naked Yippie 
wearing love beads and bands 
of live ammunition, disrupted a 
House Committee on Un*Ameri» 
can Activities hearing say they 
are coming back for more. 


Fourteen protestors andattor* 


neys were tossed out of a HUAC 
subcommittee hearing Tuesday 
after a day of taunting commit* 
tee members and witnesses who 
testified 
that demonstrations 


during 
the Chicago National 


Convention 
were 
aimed 
at 


creating anarchy. 


The hearings got off to a bi- 


zarre start when Jerry Rubin, 
leader of the Youth Internation- 
al 
Party—Yippie—showed up 


naked to the waist, wearing love 
beads and belts of live ammuni- 
tion strung around his shoul- 
ders. He also carried a toy rifle 
in Ills hand. 


He was hauled from the hear- 


ing room, but was allowed to re- 
turn after he got rid of the am- 
munition. 


He and 13 other persons were 


later invited to leave for good 
when they stood in a silent pro- 
test against the committee. 


The hearings resume Thurs- 


day after a break today for a 
Jewish holy day. Rubin and the 
others, 
many of whom have 


been ordered to testify, say they 
will return Thursday. 


Rubin was thrown out of a 


1966 
investigation of antiwar 


protests when he showed up in a 
rented Revolutionary War cos- 
tume. 


Between taunts from Rubin 


and the others in the audience 
and procedural objections by 
lawyers in the audience, the 
subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Richard Ichord, D-Mo., heard 
testimony on the bloody clashes 
between demonstrators and po- 
lice during the Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago. 


Ichord started the hearings by 


reading a statement saying the 
committee had evidence even 
before the demonstrations that 
leaders were "determined to ef- 
fect a general breakdown in law 
and order preparatory to their 
long range objective of seizing 
the powers of government." 


James L. Gallagher, an inves- 


tigator for the committee, testi- 
fied the aims of the demonstra- 
tors "were clearly compatible 
with the policies of Hanoi, Pe^ 
king and Moscow." 


Sgt. Joseph Brubisic of the 


Chicago police department said 
minutes of a pre-demonstration 
meeting 
recorded 
organizer 


Tom Hayden as saying the pro- 
testors "should have people or- 
ganized who can fight the po- 
lice, should be willing to get ar- 
rested." 


Ichord ordered police to es- 


cort 
the demonstrators 
and 


their lawyers from the room 
when the group insisted on 
standing in silent protest be- 
cause of what they called "the 
raping of the constitution by the 
committee." 


Afterwards, 
Ichord 
said 


"They were no doubt trying to 
seek a confrontation with this 
committee and the police. I 
highly doubt they are going to 
gain any sympathy from the ob- 
jective press and the American 
public." 


Ichord said he hoped the hear- 


ings could end Friday.

He Senses 
More Support

FLINT, IvDch. (Ap) — George 


C. Wallace says he senses in- 
creased support for his presi- 
dential candidacy from organ- 
ized labor's rank-and-file. 


At every city Wallace intro- 


duces Alabama and Georgia la- 
bor union officials accompany- 
ing him on Ms c a m p a i g n 
through the heavily unionized 
Midwest. 


In a nationwide paid political 


broadcast on CBS Tuesday night 
he said he has strong support 
from workers but some union 
leaders are using "smear tac- 
tics" against him. 


He said 
the 
rank-and-file 


won't be "fooled by propagan- 
da." The former Alabama gov- 
ernor said, "Anyone who threat- 
ens to take away the long-term 
gains of labor in this country 
should be defeated for presi- 
dent." 


In the telecast he also touched 


on the controversy over debates 
between the presidential candi- 
dates by accusing Richard M. 
Nixon, the Republican candi- 
date, of "being safe" in refusing 
to debate Mm. 


"Mr. Nixon says he's willing 


to debate Mr. Humphrey but 
that he's not willing to debate 
me," Wallace said. "The polls 
show that the vice president is 
running tMrd, so if Mr. Nixon is 
willing to debate the third run- 
ner, he ought to.be willing to de- 
bate the one who is running see- 
on!" 


Should

about, Wallace added, 
Nixon 


"would have to explain how Ms 
record differs from what he's 
saying now." 


Wallace heads into industrial 


areas of OMo and Pennsylvania 
today. 
Noisy groups 
of hecklers, 


mostly college students, inter- 
rupted Wallace repeatedly dur- 
ing speeches Tuesday in four 
MicMgan cities, Grand Rapids, 
Kalamazoo, Lansing and Flint. 
They were by far the minority 
in all the crowds. 


The most persistent hecklers, 


who sang and attempted to 
drown Mm out with peace slo- 
gans and cries of "Wallace go 
home," were in Flint where the 
former 
Alabama 
governor 


spoke to a capacity of about 
12,000 in a football stadium. 


He addressed 7,000 in a Grand 


Rapids stadium, 7,000 more on 
the courthouse steps in Kalama- 
zoo—about the same number 
which gathered to hear the late 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy last 
April—and about 5,000 on the 
capitol steps in Lansing, where 
Richard M. Nixon drew 3,500 
just after lie became the Repub- 
lican candidate. 


MicMgan, with its 21 electoral 


votes, is one of several Northern 
states Wallace hopes to capture. 


In Lansing, one dissenter in- 


troduced a new form of heck- 
ling, a mirror reflecting the aft- 
ernoon sun in Wallace's eyes. 


Returning to lus car after the

In New York, Wallace won a 


court battle with the city Tues- 
day over the right to hold a ral- 
ly in Shea Stadium on Get.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn, (Ap) _ 


Hubert H. Humphrey is cam* 
paigning hard against George C* 
Wallace in the South- talking of 
Germany's Hitler and AmerU 
ca's timos of trouble. 


Humphrey, calling Wallace a 


"creature of the most reaction- 
ary 
underground 
forces 
in 


American life," told a Universi* 
ty of Tennessee audience: 


"I say to you solemnly in the 


1930s the reactionary forces of 
Germany 
thought 
they 
had 


found a man to speak for them, 
and a few years later, helped by 
an economic depression, that 
man had destroyed not only his 
creators but German democra- 
cy, the European balance of 
power. . .and the result was the 
carnage of World War n." 


"You say these things could 


never 
happen 
in America," 


Humphrey said. "I devoutly 
hope and pray that you are 
right. . . But I know from deep 
personal 
experience we are 


closer to this possibility than I 
would have ever believed possi- 
ble." 


An 
audience estimated 
at 


11,000 turned out Tuesday night. 
The audience— mainly students 
— was friendly. There were boos 
when Humphrey first spoke of 
Wallace and applause when he 
said the University of Tennessee 
was the place to criticize Wal- 
lace. 


Humphrey steered his cam- 


paign from the border state of 
Tennessee far below the Ma- 
son-Dixon line to Jacksonville, 
Fla. 


Here, the vice president con- 


tinued his attack on Wallace, 
the third-party candidate for 
president. 


"There are forces abroad in 


this land striving to divide and 
embitter our people— radical ex- 
tremists of the right and left- 
demagogues who preach fear 
and hate and division," said 
Humphrey. Humphrey recalled 
he had seen extremists whose 
chants and shouts are aimad at 
disrupting meetings. 


But, he added, "there is an- 


other form of radical extremism 
— just as dangerous, just as cor- 
rosive to our liberties— the ex- 
tremism of those who preach 
disrespect for our courts, for 
certain laws, who play to the 
basest fears, and deepest suspi-, 
cions of our people. 


Humphrey said a strategy of 


organized hate "can lead Amer- 
ica to disaster, just as surely as 
the radical tactics of the shout- 
er and the disrupters." 


Humphrey 
lashed 
at Wal- 


lace's record. 


While Wallace is running on a 


platform 
of law and order, 


Humphrey said, as governor of 
Alabama he disobeyed courts, 
insulted judges, and headed a 
state "with the highest murder 
rate in the nation." 


"He could not maintain order 


in his own state— where he had 
the power— but now he promises 
to maintain order in every city 
and state where he will not have 
the power," the vice president 
said in a prepared speech.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—There was a time during the early 


stages of man's inhumanity to man in this century that a 
college football coach was the recipient of the academic and 
alumni equivalent of police brutality. Those were the days 
when a football coach's friends were numbered by the rela- 
tives he had, not counting those on his wife's side or those 
who were alumni. 


Today it is the college president who gets the action. This 


is the year 300 colleges and universities are looking for cou- 


rageous souls to fill the vacancy created by 
the exit of the prexy. It takes about a year 
to find a college president and 30 minutes to 
find a coach. Some coaches think that this is 
evidence that an institution can run longer 
without a president than a coach but what it 
really means is that presidents are much 
smarter than coaches—c o a c h e s volunteer 
while presidents are drafted and good chiefs 
are tougher to find than Indians. 


Can you imagine 300 head-coaching jobs 


being open in the country and no one rushing 
to accept the challenge? They could shoot the 


coach at State U or Ivymouth at sunrise or ship him to Saudi 
Arabia as a sand salesman and you could have his replace- 
ment in time for the afternoon editions or the 6 o'clock news. 


Our college presidents are 


now being second-guessed by 
everyone from the students 
and faculty to the communi- 
cations media and alumni on 
their decisions. T h e r e are 
more prexys making goal 
line stands in front of their 
offices than their ball clubs 
are making on Saturday. It 
may come soon that a presi- 
dent's won-loss record will 
be publicized at the end of 
the year and, at present 
pace, his schedule is much 
longer and tougher than his 
football coach's. 


C o l l e g e presidents will 


have to learn to organize and 
shift the responsibility as the 
coaches have learned to do. 
The mentors have changed 
defensive coaches, offensive 
coaches, recruiters and, 
from my point of view, started the most dangerous trend of 
all—having the athletic directors fired. This is in keeping 
with the present movement on campuses of questioning God, 
motherhood and country. 


The coach is really the last outpost of the "benevolent 


despot" on campus, but even he has been challenged across 
the country by minority committees who wish to determine 
who plays, when they play and at what position they play. 


It appears that in the name of harmony a few coaches have 


agreed to forfeit their academic freedom. They have accepted 
the principle of approbation by committees concerning the 
playing of personnel. This is tantamount to the history pro- 
fessor accepting his classes' decision that the South won the 
Civil War. 


The way some coaches have negotiated their agreement I 


wonder if they get fired if the Players Committee is released 
also. There was a time when one bought a ticket, joined the 
alumni or paid the coach before you told him what to do. Now, 
you volunteer for the team and run for office. 


The coach deals with only his players, but the harassed 


president has to deal with students and faculty sit-ins, picket- 
ing and seizure of his office and, in one case, even the theft 
o| his sherry. 


What all this means is that the next time you have some 


sympathy for a harassed, beleaguered minority, give a 
thought to the president along with the coach. 1 am sure they 
each have a greater appreciation of each otter's problems 
these days

Want Arms 
for Firemen

LOUBVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 


Though some differences exist, 
some fire chiefs of America's 
large cities say that flremen 
should not be armed to combat 
crowd violence they encounter 
in fighting some fires. 


All say a fireman can't fight a 


fire in front and watch the peo- 
ple in bick. 


Detroit Fire Chief Charles J. 


Quinlon, whose city was hit by 
rioting in 1967, is one of those 
opposed to arming firemen. 


"We can't enter into the psy- 


chological aspect of the riot," 
he says. "It's our job to save 
lives and property." 


Quinlon, Interviewed with sev- 


eral other chiefs attending the 
convention of the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs here, 
says he is strictly against arm. 
ing fireman although he recalls 
ordering units away from fires 
because of snipers. 


But Los Angeles Chief Ray- 


mond Hill has ordered 60 riot 
guns for firemen going into 
riot-prone areas. 
Each gun 


holds six cartridges, or seven 
with one in the chamber. 


Hill says firemen should be 


able to defend themselves if 
they are trapped by a hostile 
crowd. 


Most of the chiefs say it is the 


duty of policemen to furnish 
protection and most have ar- 
rangements where police cars 
answer fire calls, If no police 


But in recent years remov- 


ers have come along that 
work faster, bite deeper and 
do not require an after-wash 
to neutralize or remove any 
traces. Many are nonflam- 
mable and odors are not so 
pronounced. 


If the old paint job is an ac- 


cumulation of too many coats 
or if the surface is cracked 
and blistered, consider com- 
plete removal. R e m e m b e r 
that a new finish will adhere 
much better to an unfinished 
surface than to a finished one. 


Even if you left the old paint 


or varnish on, you would still 
have to do some sanding to 
provide "tooth" for the new 
coat. Otherwise the new finish 
would not adhere well and 
might even run. 


Among the many varieties 


of removers you will find two 
basic types, the free-flowing 
liquid kind and the heavy- 
bodied types. Use the liquid

on horizontal surfaces, 
the 


heavier substance on vertical 
surfaces where it might run. 


Follow manufacturer's 
in- 


structions to the letter. Gener- 
ally speaking, you should pro- 
vide plenty 
of 
ventilation, 


since all removers give off 
fumes, though the newer ones 
are not as bad as the old. 
Wear rubber gloves, since 
these substances are caustic 
and even the mildest of them 
can cause irritation. Avoid

splashing and keep the young- 
sters away. 


The new removers do more 


than just soften the old finish. 
They loosen it right from the 
base so that you can peel it 
off. Some may require any- 
where from 10 to 30 minutes 
before you can start removing 
the old paint. Regardless of 
the time estimate on the label, 
experiment on a small area 
first. See just how much time 
you should leave the remover 
on before you can start work. 


Some will soften the surface 


quickly. You can actually see 
th&ioWiipajuot,startup bubble 
up. Try it to see if it comes 
off right down to the bare 
wood. If not, you may have to 
leave it on a little longer. 


Some removers evaporate 


faster than others, making the . 
surface go dry again. If this 
happens, another application 
is necessary. With such re- 
movers, apply only what you 
can handle in a short period 
of time. 


Use a putty knife or paint 


scraper on large, flat sur- 
faces. In grooves and corners, • 
use steel wool or rags. Small 
spots that are left can be 
cleaned up with steel wool; 
dipped in remover. 


Some r e m o v e r s can be 


washed off. The label will rec- 
ommend 
the proper wash, 


usually a detergent and water. 


When applying the remover, 


brush in one direction only—• 
not back and forth as you 
would with paint. The latter 
method breaks the film that 
the remover forms. The gases 
trapped under the film help 
loosen the old paint. 


Unless the label indicates 


that the remover contains a 
wax that must be removed 
(usually with turpentine), you 
are ready to apply the new 
finish just as soon as the sur- 
face is dry. Stick to the newer 
removers, read the label and 
you can save a lot of work.

The Golden Songbird: 
Peggy Lee Could Hum 
Before She Talked

NEW YORK (AP) -

Lee, the golden songbird of her 
time, hates lo be called a per- 
fectionist.

SAIGON (AP) - Two evacua- 


tion helicopters loaded with 
wounded Americans were shot 
down 
by North Vietnamese 


troops during a fierce battle in 
jungled foothills south of Da 
Nang, military spokesmen re- 
ported today. 


U.S. headquarters said sever- 


al soldiers who had been wound- 
ed In the ground fighting were 
unaccounted for and presumed 
dead, They were aboard one of 
the helicopters that was de- 
stroyed while trying to evacuate 
them to a field hospital, 


The U.S. Command declined 


to say how many men were 
missing while a search was still 
on for their bodies, but uncon- 
firmed reports put the number 
at three. Four crewmen aboard 
the helicopter, a corpsman and 
two wounded infantrymen were 
rescued. The crewmen and the 
corpsmen were wounded. 


The second helicopter was re- 


covered. None of the crewmen 
or wounded aboard it was killed 
or missing. But three of them 
were reported wounded. 


Headquarters said 23 Ameri- 


cans were wounded in the day- 
long fighting Tuesday, but none 
killed in the ground action that 
was touched off when enemy 
troops opened fire on troops of 
the 198th Light Infantry Brigade 
sweeping the area. 


The number of enemy casual- 


ties was not known.
